After picturing the hopelessness for Mexico if she maintained 
hey present position, ‘‘isolated aad without friends who can effce- 
tually aid her,’? the president aunounced the neccessity of a firm 
neutral stand by the U. 8. government—a policy of ‘Hands off” 
to await the time of Mexico’s awakening. 
urgent appeal for all Americans to leave Mexico, cud for the U. 
S. to aid them in every ‘possible way, but dn emphatic language 
served ‘notice upon those who assume oy exercise authority in the 
revolution-torn country. that they would

Now tHat the U. 8 has 
exhausted the effort to bring about 
peace and a stable Mexican govern- 
ment, the president believes that this 
Kwovernment’s example to the world 
will avail great good in the end.

LONDON'S COMMENT ON 
MEXICAN SITUATION 


Loudon, Avg. Y.—The London morn 
ing papers commenting on the message are 
hot altogether sanguine of the wisdom or 
snecess of President Wilson's voelicy, but 
are agreed that it is almost certain to lead 
to Awerican intervenicon, tuere-ore ind!- 
tee that a grave crisis has been reach- 
ed, 

The Morning Post says: “President 
Wilson will have his bands full if he sets 
himself uy as the censor of morals for 
the presidents of Latin America, aud if 
the U. S. accepts the duty of supporting 
the duly elected presidents Mexico would 
become, In fact, If not in name, an Ain- 
erican protectorate.” 

The Express says: “President Wilson is 

not the joan to bluff on such a question. 
From bis stern and explicit message It is 
clear that Mexico must elther climb down 
or fight. If the former, she admits Am- 
erlran suseranity; if the latter “,she may 
‘osc ber epen ~ altogether. Great 
Britain le large Interests ond much to 
lose by war, but it is difientt to under- 
stand how British sympotiy conid other 
Wise be bestowed than on the United 
States.” 
Daily Chronicle decieres that Pres 
Wilson displays on excessive belief 
in the virtues of the ballot box, and that 
had the U. S. Mke other powers ,recognis 
ed President Huerta, he would have es 
tablished an orderly government through- 
out Mexico, The Chronicle thinks it pos 
sible that President Wilson still has 
reason = to anticipate concessions on 
Huerta’s part, which will make a devised 
program possible.

Delegate Criticizes New York For 
Not Caring For Defetcive 
Children

Buffalo, Aug. 27.—Scientists and 
educators of world-wide fame, at the 
fourth international «© congress of 
school hygiene, in a special session 
today agreed with practical unanim! 
ty that the time had come when the 
attituds of the world’s educational In 
stitutions towards sex hygiene shoulrl 
be revolutionized. They saw in the 
silence of the past on the subject a 
growing and real menace to the future 
of the race that must be combatted 
by a system of education without ex- 
aggeration or morbid suggestion, 
Public opinion, @hey maintained, has 
already reached the point where th.s 
revolution is demanded. Dr. Chas, 
W. Eliott, president of the congress; 
the Rev, Richard J. Tierney, S. J 
of Woodstock College, Maryland; Dr. 
Hugh Abbott, Miss Laura D. Barrett, 
of New York, and many other prom- 
inent delegates, spoke on the sub- 
ject at a symposium attended by th» 
entire congress and a large number 
of citizens at Elmwood Music Hall 
this afternoon, Dr, Eliot presided, 

Change of Public Opinion, 

“A remarkable change in pubiic 
opinion haus taken place iu regard to 
the sex hygiene,” Dr. Eliott said, ‘us- 
ing the term in its broadest sense. 
The most important question ts 
“What force can now be put in play 
against the formidable evils which 
gravely threaten the very life of the 
race. No one force or agency can be 
completely reiied upon,” 

“This attack,"’ he said, “must be 
made against the three principal caue- 
es of the present evil; First, lust in 
men; second, complete lack of moral 
principal in certain classes of women, 
and, third, depravity of those who 
make a commerce of these two. 

“Public progress in regard to sex 
hygiene and eugenists is to be pro- 
cured chiefly through educations! 
methods. The work must be done 
without interference of parental rights 
or religious conviction,” 

The Nobleness of Purity. 

Rev. Richard J, Tierney suid his 
convictions were not favorable to the 
movement in all its details; neither 
were they adverse, “Eliminate the 
details of sex hygiene and train char- 
acter; teach that purity is noble and 
possible; that vice is vile and carries 
j ite own punishment; that murriage i» 
that the family is sacred, 
is not moral power. 
Christ, not hygiene, will cleanse the 
world,” was his advice. He also urged 
the abolition of “animal dances,” and 
the discontinuance of co-educational 
institutions for senior students,
